EXACT NUMBER UNKNOWN. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
PROVINCETOWN (Mags.,) Nov. 30.— 


The exact number of persons who were 


carried away from Boston by the lost 
steamer Portland will probably never 
be known, as no list of pasengers wae 
retained on shore when the vessel left 
Saturday. Many estimates of the num- 
ber on board have been made, but the 
estimates seldom agree. C. F. Wil- 
liams of Boston, agent of the Portland 
Steamship Company, places the total 
number of persons on the steamer at 
100, or possibly .105. This estimate, 
however, is generally regarded as 
rather small. It is stated that the num- 
ber was as high as 155, but Williams 
denies that so many sailed on the Port- 
land. It is probable that 120, including 
passengers and crew, is near the cor- 
rect number. 

Nearly every sea captain and mariner 

on the cane, on being asked for an 
opinion, stated that every one on board 
undoubtedly was lost. One feature of 
the disaster is the absence «if any frag- 
ments of-a lifeboat or life raft among 
the debris from the Portland which has 
been washed ashore. 
One theory is that the oe and 
life rafts were carried far out to sea 
and were not blown anywhere near the 
coast. Old mariners say they cannot 
understand why the steamer, which 
about 9 o’clock Saturday night, just be- 
fore the gale broke in its full fury, was 
sighted between Thatcher’s Island and 
Eastern Point, Cape ‘Ann, by the 
schooner Maud §S, did not put into 
Gloucester Harborgvhen it was appar- 
ent from the fall of the barometer that 
a violent northeaster was approaching. 
Why the Portland ever left Boston at 
all Saturday night is what puzzles 
marine men on Cape Cod. 

The crew of the Race Point life-sav- 
ing station, which is located at the 
tip of Cape Cod, report that on Sunday 
morning.during the height of the 
storm, they heard four sharp whistles 
from a steamer, which was recognized 
as.a danger signal. The signal was 
heard at about 7:45 o'clock,’ and the 
crew hastily manned the boats to give 
assistance if possible. The weather 
was so thick that it was impossible to 
see any distance off shore. The crew 
could locate no steamer, and the blasts 
of a whistle were heard only once. The 
men are now of the opinion that it came 
from the Portland sometime before she 
fundered, for it is generally believed 
she went to the bottom and was not 
wrecked by going on shore. 

The opinion is also general here that 
the boat was gradually. battered to 
pieces by the mountainous seas, the 
upper fittings being carried away until] 
the.water began to pour into her. The 
fact that her wheel was found with 
ropes attached, on the leans shore 
is taken to indicate that the pilots 
were powerless to control the vessel’s 
course in the bay, and that they were 
obliged to lash the wheel. 

The absence of any large sections of 
wreckage from the Portland on the 
coast. is accounted for by the theory 
that the hull itgelf went to the bottom.

The first body rom the wreck came 
ashore at High Head, which is a few 
miles further down the outer eoast of 
the cape from the Peaked Hill Station. 
The next bodies found were picked up 
at points further south, on the same 
day, and the life-preservers, woodwork, 
two or three pieces of baggage, lard, 
tobacco, paper and other stuff from 
the cargo began to pile up on the shore 
south of High Head. Little wreckage 
was found north of that point. The 
swift undertow off shore carried an 
imiense amount of débris, and many 
bodies south as far as Mononomoy 
Beach and Nantucket Sound. The 
northern limit indicates that the wreck 
was near High Head. 

Large numbers of volunteers, includ- 
ing several persons who had friends or 
relatives cn beard the steamer, assisted 
the surf men in patroling the beaches. 
From tke tip-end of Cape Cod to Mo- 
nonomoy there are ten government 
life-saving Stations, and ail the crews 
have been on duty almost constantly 
since last Saturday evening, when the 
great blow set in. 

Monday and yesterdzy several bodies 
were sighted in the surf some distance 
from shore, but they disappeared from 
view before they could be secured.

AWFUL LOSS OF LIFE, 


More Thaa Two Hundred People 
Known to Have Perished. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

BOSTON, Nov. 30.—News of the loss 
ef the Boston and Portland Steam 
Packet Compar,;’s steamer Portland 
off Cape Cod ani the death of the pas- 
sengers and crew of the steamer, and 
news from hitherto unheard-from 
points on Cape Cod showing at least a 
score and a half of vessels were 
wrecked along that shore, with the loss 
of twelve lives, has eome as a dire cli- 
max to the previous report of disasters 
resulting from Saturday night’s storm. 
There are still other places to be heard 
from on both sides of the cape, which 
have not been reached by train on ac- 
count of washou: and which are cut 
off from other means of communication 
by broken wires, b'ocked highways and 
shattered bridges. 

Up to this moring, while the total 
loss of life cannct estimated with 
any degree of a it is known 
that more thafl two “hundred persons 
estimftete trade th: 
basis of ohe from each crew reported 
missing, and each of which would in- 
clude at least three, while the larger 
schooners have seven or eight men 
on board. It appears that the bulk of 
the damage was done between Cape 
Ann, where a score or more of vessels 
were lost, and Cuttyhunk, where the 
steamer. Worwick is on the rocks. « 

From present reports it is known that 
fifty-six vessels have been totally 
wrecked, while forty-nine are ashore 
with hardly a chance of being saved. 
Of the fifty-six total wrecks, barges 
not included, forty-three craft aggre- 
gate 12,202 gross tonnage. Of those in 
perilous positions, twentye‘ght aggre- 
gate 7150 tons. the stranding of the 
big English liner Ohio and the ocean 
tug Tamaqua are not included in the 
estimate given, nor many of the big 
coal barges ashore at Boston. The 
position of these latter craft is now 
dangerous, for they are exposed to the 
northeast storm, which began this 
morning. 

The number of schooners which have 
been driven ashore in fairly safe berths 
or damaged by collision or dismasted 
can be reckoned by the scores and many 
of them are likely to be included in the 
list of total wrecks before the day ends. 


KING PHILIP LOST. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 
PROVINCETOWN (Mass.,) Nov. 

—The 
River has been totally wrecked on the 
cape. The crew, probably numbering 
ten men, have been lost. The schooner 
was of 1224 tons gross register. 

The storm of Saturday night and 
Sunday has literally strewn the Long 
coast with wreckage. Alto- 
gether about fifty vessels, not counting 
small yachts and scows, were wrecked 
or rendered useless, and the numerous 
herbors where vessels sought shelter 
from the fury of the storm are filled 
with wreckage of all kinds.

Admiral Sampson's Note 
on Shaiter. 


Says the Warships Assisted to 
Capture Santiago, 


Eut the General Has Pat Them 
in False Light.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The Navy 
Department today made public a re- 


port from Admiral Sampson, covering 
the onerations of the United States

The 
report begins with a dispatch dated 
from the flagship New York, July 15, 
and winds up with one from the same 
flagship, dated Guantanamo, August 4. 
In the first report, Admiral Sampson 
tells of the demonstration made against 
Aguadores by the Michigan troops un- 
der Duffield, the point of which was 
that. as soon as the ship took part in 
the firing, the Spaniards disappeared. 
Ee says that the bombardment of 
Santiazo on the 2d of July served no 
particular end, because Shafter’s at- 
tack head been postponed.

Admiral Sampson- says he does not 
know why this plan was abandoned, 
|and still believes time and many lives 
might have been saved had it been 
carried out. 

“Thus,” says Sampson, “I have been 


surprised to see published in the pa- 
pers any statement of refusal on my 
part to endeavor to force my way into 
the harbor, and cannot understand—in 
case the newspaper report, be a truth- 
ful statement of what was sent by 
him—Gen. Shafter’s sending any re- 
port of the kind. I here, moreover, 
would animadvert upon the apparently 
extraordinary openness with which 
everx—detail.of hope, effort or sugges- 
tion on the part of the army has been 
published. The unwisdom of such pro- 
cedure is too manifest for discussion.” 
Continuing, Admiral Sampson says: 
“The navy has been placed in such an 
invidious and false position before the 
country through the very unwise publi- 
cation of Gen. Shafter’s telegram that 
I think this matter should in some 
way be made clear to the public.” 
On July 14, Admiral Sampson sent 
the following to: Secretary Long: 
“July 14, 1898.—Published telegrams 
of Gen. Shafter, Herald of July 6, re- 
flect on the navy. I wish the depart- 
ment and the-President to understand 
that the first requisite to opening the 
harbor of Santiago de Cuba is the oc- 
cupation of forts and entrenchments at 
its entrance, guarding the mine fields, 
and that the general has never made a 
move to do this, although, before his 
army landed, he stated that such was 
the primary object of his operations. 
“bf the general chooses to ignore the 
sea approaches and to attack Santiago 
to the east and north, that is his af- 
fair, but it should be clearly under- 
stood that this attack does not influ- 
ence the situation at the harbor en- 
trance, from. which his left flank is 
distant not less than’ four miles.

“There is not even a possibility that 
the peace treaty can be ratified at the 
coming session,” continued this in- 
formant, “and when 1 make this state- 
ment, it is in view of all the extenuat- 
ing circumstances.” 

The plans of the opposition will not 
crystallize until it is known positively 
when the peace treaty will be pre- 
sented to the Senate According to the 
figuring of the most sanguine support- 
ers of the document, it will not be 
presented until after the holidays.

The treaty of peace which is now be- 
ing prepared in Paris, and against 
which Senator Hoar “‘kicks,’”’ undoubt- 
edly will not provide for or bind this 
government as to the disposition of 
the Philippines. It will be simply a 
treaty of peace, with the provision that 
Spain relinquishes her sovereignty over 
the Philippines. 

The people on the Coast, who appear 
from this distance to be profoundly in- 
terested in this question, may rest as- 
sured that President McKinley will 
carry the thing through splendidly, 
and when it is all over he will not ap- 
pear so strongly in the role of a roar- 
ing imperialist. Everything indicates 
that Spain was put out of the Philip- 
pines so that the islands might be de- 
veloped under some form of govern- 
ment or other, to make new American 
markets and to develop Pacific com- 
merce. That never could be accom- 


plished with Spain in charge. If it can 


be accomplished with Spain out, the 
accomplishment will be worth consid- 
erably more than $20,000,000 to Cah- 
fornia alone. | 
For the present the motto: “Hold 
dem Philippines,” covers the intention 
of this government. They will be held 
not much more. Later they may be- 
come a colony, an insular possession or 
ab independent State, with self-gov- 
‘arrangements with the United States.”

Agreed Upon Instractions for Rios, 
Discussed the Carlists. 
[ASSUCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
MADRID, Nov. 30.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Cabinet at its meeting to- 
day agreed upon instructions for 
Sefior Montero Rios,’ president of the 
‘Spanish Peace Commission, for today’s 
meeting of the commissions. The min- 
isters also considered the action of the 
Carlists and further deliberated upon 
the repatriation of the Spaniards in 
the Philippines. 1t was decided that 
constitutional rights will, for the pres- 
ent, remain suspended.

THE CUSHING PROTOCOL.

* ing protocol, which has been a source

The protocol was framed with special 
reference to the outbreaks in Cuba 
against Spain, and now that she has 
lost nearly all of her colonies, and es- 
pecially those near our soil, has not 
its former importance to the United 
States. Its aim was to guarantee our 
citizens protection against summary 
and secret legal proceedings. “Its first 
clause, which is fairly descriptive of 
the whole protocol, provides that no 
citizen of the United States residing in 
Spain or her island possessions, 
charged with conspiracy against the 
vernment or any other: crime, shall 
subject to trial by any exceptional 
tribunal unless captured with arms in 
hand, but instead shall be tried exclu-

REBATE ON ALCOHOL. 


Argument Concluded in‘ the United 
States Supreme Court Yesterday. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The argu- 
ment of the case of Robert Dunlop vs. 
the United States, involving the valid- 
ity of the provision of the Wilson-Gor- 
man tariff law, authorizing a rebate 
on alcohol used in the arts, was con- 
cluded in the United States Supreme 
Court today, Attorney-General Griggs 
appearing for the government and Hon. 
Joseph Choate for Dunlop. Sir Louis 
Davies and Sir James Winter of the 
British-American Joint High Commis- 
sion, occupied ‘seats inside the bar 
hearing the argument. | 

Griggs said that while the present 
case involved only a few thousand dol- 
lars, from $12,000,000 to $20,000,000 would 
be affected by its decision. He con- 
tended that the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, in failing to prescribe regulations, 
had .violated no contract wih Manu- 
facturer Dunlop; that Dunlop had not 
been infilwenced to enter upon business 
by the insertion of the provision, and 
that if the rebate had been allowed 
there would have been no reduction in 
the price of the manufacturer's hats. 
He also said that the Secretary had 
only acted so as to conserve the best 
interests of the government by refus- 
ing to issue the regulations, as it had 
proved impossible to carry the law 
into effect without an appropriation for 
the prevention of fraud. 7

VON THUN’S THREAT. . 


German Papers Quick to Resent the 
Austrian’s Menace. 
| ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
BERLIN, Nov. 30.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Intense surprise and bitterness 
have been caused here by the speech 
of the Austrian Premier, Count von 
Thun Hohenstein, in the Reichsrath 
yesterday, when, in reply to an inter- 
pellation on the subject of the expul- 
sion of Austrians from Prussia, he said 
the Austrian Foreign Office had strong- 
ly protested and would not hesitate en- 
ergetically to protect the rights of Aus- 
trians,and to adopt retaliatory meas- 
ures, if necessary. & 
Papers like the Vossische Zeitung, 
which opposed the expulsion policy 
from the beginning, are nevertheless 
quick to resent in a patriotic outburst 
Von Thun’s “hasty and_ ill-advised 
menace.” Judging from their com- 
ments, the matter has a grave import. 
The Vossische Zeitung, noting the 
fact that Count von Thun declared he 
had the approval of Count Goluchow- 
sky, the Austro-Hungarian Foreign 
Minister, asks whether the Austrian 
Premier is preparing the world for a 
dissolution of the triple alliance, and 
whether his speech was the outcome of 
the recent visit to Vienna of the Rus- 
sian Foreign Minister, Count Mura- 
vieff; It declares that Germany is 
“quite able to find other alliances,” 
and is “even able to protect herself 
without alliances, if necessary.”’

BLANCO’S BROADSIDE. 


VOLLEY OF PARTING REMARKS AS 
HE LEFT HAVANA. 


Said it Was an Unholy War Forced 
Upon Spain, buat He Could See 
Many Benefits to Be Derived 
from the Defcat—Retrospection 
and Prophecy. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 1.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Gen. Blanco fired his part- 
ing verbal broadside at the United 
States as he left Havana for Spain 
yesterday, waving his flags. He was 
considerate enough to remark that the 
Spanish people would accept any treaty 
of peace entered into with the United. 
States without reservation, and would 
abide by all the agreements expressed 
or implied. All protests, he said, would 
be made before the treaty was signed. 
Spain, the weaker nation, had been co- 
erced by the stronger. 

It was an unholy war forced upon 
Spain, but he could see many benefits 
that Spain would derive from the de- 
feat; she finding in her old colonies a 
greater market than ever before. Gen. 
Blanco said that the Cuban insurrec- 
tion was conceived «by the United 
States. He believed if hand’s time 
were turned back eighteen months the 
Americans would have less regard for 
the troubles in Cuba. Seeing with the 
eyes of experience they would not have 
forced Spain into the war. 

He then went on to say: “You have 
taken the Philippines, but I believe it 
is as much against your will to take it 
as it is against ours to give it up. Per- 
haps if the war was to be fought over 
Dewey would not be sent to Manila. 
History has refuted or will refute every 
charge made against us. Personally I 
advised against peace when the prota- 
co} was signed, but I accepted my coun- 
try’s mandate as every soldier should. 
I believed in contesting to the last 
ditch. I still believe I was right. I 
could have withstood, I believe, an as- 
sault upon Havana from an army five 
times our size; but that is an idle 
thought.” 

EASY MATTER NOW. 

That the peace negotiations at Paris 
are now a matter of comparatively easy 
movement is evidenced by the fact 
that at yesterday’s joint session only 
slight alterations were made in the 
draft of articles submitted by the secre- 
taries. The unimportance of these al- 
terations may be gathered from. the 
fact that the Spaniards described the 
said articles as definitely settled prior 
to the rising of the joint commission. 

“BXCESSIVE ILL-TREATMENT.” 

At Buenos Ayres, Argentina, yester- 
day, the naval court, composed of the 
eommander of the British gunboat 
Swallow, Mr. Stamford, the PBvitish 
Consul, and the captains of two mer-

All matters relating to 
the dispute with the North and South 
American Construction Company will 
be submitted to three arbitrators in 
December, and a definite decision ren- 
dered by next March. The cargo of the 
British bark Inverclide burned in Iqui- 
que Harbor yesterday; the vesssel was 
saved, though damaged. 


COAL AT VALPARAISO. 


The battleships Oregon and Iowa, 
which were yesterday ordered by the 
navy office to leave for Montevideo,on 
their way to the Pacific,. will proceed 
to Punta Arenas and thence* through 
the Straits of Magellan to Valpxraiso. 
They will coal at that point and ccn- 
tinue northward. The decision that the 
vessels shall stop at Valparaiso is a 
departure from the original plan, which 
was that the squadron should coal at 
Punta Arenas and then steam north 
to the GaNagapos Islands. 

GERMANY’S AMIABILITY.

They Arrive at Washington to Re- 
* main Ten Days.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The mem- 
bers of the commission delegated to 
visit the United States to discuss with 
officials of this government the many 
problems which confront both Cubans 
and Americans on the island, arrived 
in Washington afternoon from 
New York. The commission is headed 
by Gen. Calixto Garcia, the veteran 
and leader. 

The commissioners were met at the 
station by Sefior Gonzales de Quesada 
and Sefior Casanova. The party went 
directly to the Raleigh Hotel. It is 
the present expectation of Gen. Garci® 
and the other commissioners to remain 
dn Washington about ten days.

In a general sense it is the purpose 
of the commission to discuss with the 
officials of the administration all 
questions relating to the future of the 
island and its people. One of the 
principal questions will be relating to 
the disposition of the Cuban army. In 
the course of an interview, Gen. Garcia 
said it would be a hardship for the 
Cuban army to disband at this time 


without receiving pay for its services 


in the field..Gen. Garcia expressed hope 
of obtaining, through the assistance 
of this country, a sufficient amount 
partly to reimburse the Cubans for 
their services in the field. 


‘OUR DBAD TO RETURN. 


Arrangements to Bring Home Sol- 

diers’ Remains from Cuba. 

[A. P, EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—Arrange- 
ments are being made by the War De- 
partment to disinter the remains of all 
the soldiers who lost their lives before 
Santiago and bring them to this coun- 
try. Maps showing the location of 
these graves, the names of the de- 


‘ceased, the regiment to which he be- 


longed, and his next of kin have been 
prepared. | 

What is known as a funeral expedi- 
tion will soon be started for Santiago, 
and the ship will be equipped with 
caskets and other necessary articles to 
be used in disinterring the remains and 
bringing them to this country. Upon 
arrival here they will be turned over to 
the relatives of those who lost their 
lives for their country, and the dead 
heroes who have no relatives will be 
interred at Arlington, the National 
Lemetery, a few miles from Washing- 
on. 
The ship will leave for Cuba about 
December 15, but it may be delayed 
until January 1. Gen. Wood has op- 
posed the removal of these remains 
until cold weather, for fear that yellow 
fever may be brought to this country. 
His advice in this respect has been 
heeded, and, as stated, the dead soldiers 
will not be interred in their native soil 
until some time in the new year.

GOMEZ ASKS RELIEF. 


Red Cross Aid Sought for Starving 
Women and Children. 

[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 30.—Gen. José 
Gomez has called on Stephen E. Bar- 
ton at the Red Cross headquarters in 
this city to ask his aid in sending relief 
to the sick and starving women and 
children at Las Vilas, Sancti Spiritus, 
and Trinidad, in Santa Clara province. 
The general stated that the suffering 
was more intense there than in any 
jother part of the island, and if the 
relief did nat reach them soon it would 
be too late. Gen. Gomez said that the 
million rations that were to be sent by 
the government were going to the north 
coast, and would not reach the districts 
“— they were most needed. 

e did not make his appeal in behalf 
of his own forces, whfch are on the 
south coast of Sancti Spiritus and Tu- 
nas de Saza, but stated that he had 
given food intended for them to the 
starving women and children of that 
vicinity. He said that his troops were 
in a most pitiful condition, now that 
the fighting is over. They cannot help 
themselves. Gen. Gomez said that he 
would lay this matter before the Presi- 
dent if he is received. The general said 
that there were about forty-five hun- 
dred families at Sancti Spiritus who 
have absolutely nothing. They fled from 
the cities into the hills and are now 
existing on what they can hunt. As 
to the population in the city itself, 
where the Spanish are, the general was 
unable to speak. . 

Mr. Barton assured the Cuban header 
that he would do what he could, but 
that the supplies which he would send 
would be anly a temporary relief. He 
thought the people should be put in a 
position to help themselves perma- 
nently and that all implements; seeds 
for gardening, axes to work with, etc., 
showld be sent. He said the funds of 
the Red Cross at the present time were 
not nearly sufficient ta meet the re- 
quirements of permanent relief. The 
Red Cross Committee has already 
asked the Department of State as to its 
desires, and will act accordingly. 


MODEST AGUINALDO.

“There has been no abatement of in- 
terest in civil-service reform. The ef- 
fort to secure the adoption of the merit 
system in the administration of our 
municipal affairs is in form and sense 
a part of and a fundamentally impor- 
tant part of the movement for charter 
reform.

Terms of the Concession by the Nic- 
aragua Government. 

[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Nov. 30.—There has 
been much curiosity in financial cir- 
cles about the terms of the recent 
grant of.the government of Nicaragua 
to the William R. Grace syndicate, of 
a secondary franchise to construct a 
canal through that country from tide 
water to tide water. Through the 
courtesy of William R. Grace, terms of 
the concession are now made public. 
After stating in the preamble that the 
government of Nicaragua regards an 
interoceanic canal through the Nica- 
raguan Isthmus to be necessary, article 
1 reads: 4 
“The government of the State of 
Nicaragua permits Messrs. Edward 
Eyre and Edward F. Cragin to enter 
into negotiations with the Maritime 
Canal Company of Nicaragua for the 
purpose of obtaining the immediate re- 
cision of the contract for constructing 
an interoceanic canal known as the 
Cardenac-Menocal contract, and dated 
April 24, 1897, which contract shall ter- 
minate October 9, 1899.’’ 

In consideration of this grant the 
grantees agree to form, within six 
months after Messrs. Eyre and Cragin 
“notify the government of Nicaragua 
that the Cardenac-Menocal contract 
has been rescinded, or within six 
months following the day upon which 
said contract shall have ceased from 
any cause save that of recision to or- 
ganize the Interoceanic Canal Com- 
any.”

An officer of the 
army was found gn board the Alvarado, 
who stated that he had been.sent to 
take charge of her, whereupon I ad- 
dressed the following letter to Gen. 
Shafter: 

“*‘UNITED STATES FLAGSHIP, 
New York, July 17, 1898.—Sir: Upon 
sending in an officer to take charge of 
the captured Spanish gunboat, the Al- 
varado, it was found that one of your 
officers was on board, evidently with 
the expectancy of taking her in charge. 
It should hardly be necessary. to remind 
you that in all joint operations of the 
character -of those which have resulted 
in the fall‘of Santiago, all floating ma- 
terial is turned over to the navy, as all 
forts, etc., go to the army. I have 
been lying within 500 yards of the Moro 
from which the Spanish flag was 
hauled down at 9 o’clock, and upon 
which the United States flag has not 
(9 p.m.) been hoisted. Although my 
forces have frequently engaged the 
forts, yours have not exchanged a shot 
with them. I await the arrival of a 
detachment of your troops to take pos- 
session, as they must eventually occupy 
them. I expect the same consideration. 
“*T request that you will relieve 
Lieut. Caruthers of the duty given him, 
as I have directed Lieut. Marble to as- 
sume command of the Alvarado. 
“Very respectfully, etc.’”’ 
After quoting some further corre- 
spondence on the matter, in which 
Sampson claims the prizes, he refers 
to the expulsion of Lieut. Doyle from 
captured vessels and the failure of 
Shafter to invite any of the squad- 
ron officers to be present at the sur- 
render, and adds: “This, of course, may 
have been a mere oversisght, but it 
is, of course, to be regretted that any 
such thing took place. Had the navy 
been withdrawn after the action of 
the 3rd, after which all the fleet’s op- 
erations were to aid the army—all the 
shipping referred to would have es- 
caped, and our army become the be- 
sieged instead of the besiegers. Of 
course, the Reina Mercedes and the 
gunboat Alvarado would have been 
free to destroy or drive off the trans-_ 
port fleet. I do not think the com- 
manding general appreciates how nec- 
essary @ part our forces were to the’ 


reduction of Santiago and the surrend- 


er of its garrison in any case, indepen- 
dent of the effect of our shell, which 
latter was undoubtedly one of the 
principal causes of the surrender at 
this time.” 

Shafter’s rejoinder came August 3. 
He declined to acknowledge the rights 
claimed by Admiral Sampson, and 
stated that, as the terms of surrender 
were only signed by the commissison 
appointed by him, and not by himself 
nor Gen. Toral, he should _ protest 
against Admiral Sampson's signing 
them. Sampson cites a number of tele- 
grams to show that Shafter had the 
assistance of the fleet in bringing about 
this surrender. 


RETURNING FROM HONOLULU, 


Fever Said to Be Making Ravages 
Among New Yorkers, 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

VICTORIA (B. C.,) Nov. 30,—[LEx- 
clusive Dispatch.] The New York 
Volunteers, who have been stationed at 
Honolulu for some time, giving the 
United States hospital camp no end of 
trouble, are to be sent home in batches 
of from 300 to 500 on mail boats run- 
ning to San Francisco. Their removal 
became absolutely necessary, as. the 
number of fever patients has been in- 
creasing at an alarming rate. Novem- 
ber 19 there were 300 cases of fever in 
various stages of development at Con- 
valescents’ Camp at Waialae, and from 
that time until Thursday last, when 
the Miowera left Honolulu, the epi- 
demic was on the increase. 

The main hospitals and tents were 
crowded with patients, for several days 
40 per cent. of the regiment being on 
the sick list. The situation was not 
improved by the number of patients 
landed from transports bound for Ma- 
nila, fully 100 being left by each boat. 

Work has commenced on the erection 
of a new hospital on the Buena Vista 
property in Nuuanu Valley, to accom- 
modate 120 patients. 
New York regiment, 500 in number, 
were to start for home yesterday on 
the steamship Au lia, and were to 
be followed by 3 ore on the Ala- 
meda, on December 7. They are to be 
stationed at the Presidio for a few 
days before. starting East.

THE FRUIT-GROWERS, 


_ Co-operative Crganization in Dried 


Products is Discussed. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 

FRESNO, Noy. <¢—The forenoon of 
the second day of the California State 
Fruit-growers’ convention was devoted 
to a continuation of the discussion of 
markets and marketing, which was 
commenced yesterday. After some dis- 
cussion the convention indorsed a plan 
flor coéperaitive ‘arganization of {the 
dried-fruit industry, which provides 
that local organizations shall be formed 
for grading and packing fruits in which 
all fruit is pooled and credited. to each 
member, according to its proper grade. 
These local organizations shall be cen- 
tralized into an exch@nge which shall 
sell the whole output of all: the local 
associations. 

Before its adaption the resolution was 
discussed at length. The general opin- 
jon appeared to be that the farmer can 
raise farm, orchard and vineyard stufts, 
but his very ability in that line in- 
capacitates him from selling it. The 
way to avoid this difficulty, the several 
speakers insisted, is to have the farin- 
ers unite and employ specialists to sell 
their products for them. 

The comvention has referred to a 
special committee a resolution petition- 
ing the Secretary of Agriculture to fur- 
nish to the people of the United States, 
who are engaged in farming and fruit- 
raising, telegraphic reports on all for- 
eign campeting crops, 
tee will report this afternoon. The idea 
meets with the general approval of the 
convention. Those who introduced the 
resolution state that word has been re- 
ceived fram the authorities at Wash- 
ington to the effect that satisfactory 
arrangements could be made for the 
much-desired service. 

The paper of the Manufacturers’ and 
Producers’ Association of San Fran- 
cisco which deals with the question of 
collecting samples of the natural pro- 
ducts of the State for the Philadelphia 
Museum was referred to a committee 
consisting of William B. Gester of New- 
castle, John S. Dore of Fresno and A. 
P. Hall of San Diego. 

This evening it Was anncunced that 
the convention will consider the matter 
of commercial fertilizers and legisla- 
tion to regulate the sale of the same; 
drainage, irrigation, etc., and the hus- 
banding of water for ‘use in years of 
drought. 

Teamorrow forenoon the subject of 
fruit and tree pests and diseases will 
be discussed in all its branches. In the 
afternoon the visiting delegates will 
be taken on a drive through the vine-

Friday afternoon the raisin industry 
will be reviewed and the cperations of 
the California Raisin-growers’ Associa- 
tion considered. The afternoon will be 
devoted to a discussion of the olive in- 
dustry and the cemcluding of the busi- 
ness of the session.

French Aristocrat Kills His Faith- 
less Sweetheart,

‘took place at Westminster tonight. 
Don Perrier, a young French aristocrat 
from Marseilles, followed his sweet- 
heart. Jennie Andrews, an English girl, 
to Westminster with the object of 
watching her- movements. He shad- 
owed her to a house of ill-fame known 
as. the Green House, and asked where 


she was. The mistress pointed to a. 


rpont in the corridor,” first slipping a 
visitor out the back hall from the girl’s 
room. Perrier rushed into the room and 
locked the door. The next instant the 
inmates heard a piercing shriek and 
pitiful appeals for mercy. 

They attempted to force the door. 
Perrier called from the inside: “I’ve 
not quite done the job; just a moment,” 
then the door was thrown open by the 
young Frenchman, who was covered 
with blood from head to foot. Waving 
his gory hands, in which he held a 
dripping knife, he invited the women 
to enter. Poor Jennie Andrews was ly- 
ing on the bed almost hacked to pieces. 
Perrier is highly cducated, well off and 
follows the sea from choice. The po- 
lice describe him as tall, handsome and 
well-dressed, with courteous manners 
even in the murderer’s cell. Jennie 
Andrews Was a very handsome, refined- 
looking young woman, tall and grace- 
ful. with engaging manners. 

‘Don and Jennie were playmates and 
schoolfellows in <Australia. Perrier 
came to Australia from France when 
a boy, Miss Andrews from England. 
They were constantly thrown together 
and grew to love each other. At 18, 
Don went to sea as a sailor, and Jennie, 
but 16, wept for his departure. They 
exchanged lovers’ vows. 

The young Frenchman inated true, 
and at 22 was a trusted employé on 
the steamer Empress of India, running 
out of this port. Jennie changed her 
mind, and when asked by another 
sailor to cross the ocean and marry him 
at Vancouver she consented. On ar- 
rival here the sailor deserted her, over 
a thousand miles from home and 
friends. She took rooms over Knowler’s 
store, on Cordova street, in Vancouver, 
and drifted to an abandoned life. 

On the present home trip of Don 
Perrier’s ship .he heard his old sweet- 
heart was in Vancouver leading an 
abandoned life. He offered her mar- 
riage, she refused. He offered her 
money to go home and be a good girl, 
but she refused. He declared his love 
and said he would be her protector and 
if she ever erred again he would kill 
her and spoil her beauty. Today he 
kept his threat.

CHAVEZ TO BE HANGED. 


Convicted Murderer Resentenced 
Despite Trivial Objections.

SAN DIEGO, Nov. 30.—Manuel Cha- 
vez, the convicted murderer, who was 
returned to this county from San 
Quentin for resentence, was this morn- 
ing sentenced in Department One of 
the Superior Court to be hanged at 
San Quentin Friday, December 16. He 
will be taken north on the Santa Rosa 
tonight. 

Chavez brutally murdered his mis- 
tress at Senator mining camp on the 
edge of the desert, in this cotnty, in 
May last, and his first sentence was 
avoided by an appeal to the Supreme 
Court. Before sentence was pro- 
nounced, Chaevez’s attorney objected to 
the sentence being passed on several 
trivial wrounds, which were 
by the court. 


ISAAC 8S. BELCHER DEAD. 


A Former Supreme Judge and 
preme Court Commissioner.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 30.—Isaac 8. 
Belche:', Supreme Court Commissioner, 
died suddenly. He was 73 years old. 
Judge Belcher of the Superior Court is 
his half brother. The deceased was 
Supreme Judge in 1873. 
Judge Belcher was District Attorney 
of Yuba county in 1855. In 1863 he was 
elected Judge of the Tenth Judicial] 
Court, Upon the death of Judge 
Sprague in 1873 he was appointed a Jus- 
tice ot the Supreme Court.

Cut to the Lowest Figure Ever

a reduction of $5 a month in wages for 
all classes of seamen.

McDOUGALD’S DEATH. 


Insurance Companfes Investigating 
Alleged Suspicious Circumstances,

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 30.—The 
Evening Post says this evening that 
five insurance companies in which J. 
D. McDougald of Stockton insured his 
life, are investigating his death. It 
has been learned that three weeks 
prior to his taking-off, McDougald in- 
sured his life for $75,000. McDougald 
was killed on November 17 by the dis- 
charge of his gun while on a hunting 
trip. 

Owing to the fact that he had but 
recently insured his life heavily, and 
that a suspicious piece of string was

The validity of the bonds have 
ever since been in litigation, and Mc- 
Dougald has been in financial straits. 


CAPT. A. DE LA TORRE. 


Organizer of the Juarcz Guards Dies 
at San Rafael. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 30.—Capt. A. 
de la Torre, organizer of the Juarez 
Guards of this city in early days, and 
an officer of the army of ex-President 
Juarez of Mexico; who fought to drive 
Maximillian out of Mexico, died at 
San Rafael, after a protracted illness. 
Heart failure was the cause of his 
death. 

Cavt. De La Torre came ‘to Califor- 
nie in 1869. He was educated in the 
military institution of Mexico, and for 
years served in the Mexican army. 
When Maximillian invaded Mexico and 
drove Juarez’s small but brave army 
into the mountains, Capt. De la Torre 
was with the Mexican commander. 

After Maximillian executed, 
Capt. De Ja Torre left the Mexican 
army and came to San Francisco. He 
took a great interest in American af- 
fairs, and soon after his arrival here 
he organized and drilled the historical 
Juarez Guards, one of the oldest inde-

REGALADO wROCKALIS HIMSELF 
CHIEF EXECUTIVE IN SALVADOR. 


During Gutierrez’s Temporary Ab- 
sence the Lender of Revolution- 
ary Forces Assumes Coutrol, 
Brenks Up the Conlition—No of- 
ficial Dispatches Reach Wash- 


ington. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 
SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 30.—Gen. 
Tomas Rega.ado, the head of the revo- 
lutionary movement in Salvador, has 


usurped the Presidency and proclaimed 
himself Chief Executive of the repub- 
lic. Such is sthe sensational informa- 
tion that has been received in this city. 
The news was conveyed in a private 
cipher cable disvatch received by a 
prominent banker here who has exten- 
sive business interests in Central 
America. The statement is added that 
Eugenio Aranjo has been appointed 
general minister, and the affairs of the 
government are now in the hands of 
the insurrectionists. 

The news is of the utmost importance 
for the reason that the success of the 
revolutionary forces prevents the for- 
mation of the Greater Republic of Cen- 
tral America. The coalition of three 
States had been attempted, Salvador, 
Nicaragua, and Honduras having 
agreed to unite ander ons government. 
Rezalado, who had been a general in 
the artiilery service of Gutierrez, the 
President of Salvador, was dissatisfied 
with the plan, and during the tempo- 
rary absence of Gutierrez from Salva- 
dor, Regalado managed to* gain con- 
trol of the government. Such, in brief, 
is the news conveyed by the cable dis- 
patch referred to above. Whether 
Regalada will be able to maintain his 
position when Gutierrez returns to Sal- 
vadcr, is a matter future events must 
determine. 

GOVERNMENT NOT NOTIFIED. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

» WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—No official 
dispatches have reached Washington 
touching the turbulent condition of af- 
fairs in Salvador, and the presaze of 
the cissolution of the newly-formed 
United States of Central America, con- 
tained in the renorted refusal of Nic- 
aragua to aid Salvador with her troops 
to suppress the rebellion. There is a 
very good: reason for this in the fact 
that at this moment the United States 
has no minister within the limits of the 
new sovernment. 

Minister Punter, who was accredited 
to the old dependent governments of 
Guatemala and Nicaragua, has taken 
up his post in Guatemala entirely, the 
Greater Republic of Central America, 
the immediate predecessor of the pres- 


ent United Stater of Central America,. 


having declined to allow him to deal 
diplomatically with Nicaragua except 
through the diet of council of three 
States. Likewise Minister. Merry, who 
was accredited to Costa Rica and Sal- 
vador, found himself ineligible in Sal- 
vador, one of the parties to the Greater 
Republic, for the same reason that Mr. 
Irunter had been rejected, and he took 
up his residence in Costa Rica. 

The United States has some consular 
representatives within the limits of 
Nicaragua, Honduras Salvador. 
working under some sort of provisional 
recognition, but they have made no 
report to the department of revolution- 
ary events. Up to this point the United 
States government has not recognized 
the United States of Central America. 
and the impression is growing that it 
will not be called upon to do so. 

NO COALITION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

MANAGUA (Nicaragua,) Nov. 30.— 
The attempt to effect a coalition be- 
tween the States of Nicaragua, Hon- 
duras and Salvador, to be conducted 
under a common administration and 
known as the United States of Central 
America, has failed completely. 

The federal organizers today for- 
mally declared the union dissolved, 
the three States resuming respec- 
tively absolute sovereignty... The col- 
lapse is due to the failure of the troops 
of Honduras, acting in behalf of the 
federal organizers, to suppress the out- 
break in Salvador against the pro- 
posed federation, and to force Salva- 
dor into the union. The prospects are 
peaceful.

VOTEKS APPLAUD EATON. 


REPUBLICAN. MAYORALTY CANDI- 
DATE SPEAKS TO A CROWD.

Mr. Eaton Declares in Favor of Mua-. 
nicipal Ownership of Distriba-| 
tive Electrical Plant and Talks 
About Schools. 


Republican city caindbdetes discussed | 
local political questions to a large. 
crowd of Sixth-ward voters in Fisner’s 
Hall, Adams and Central avenue, last 
evening. It was the final rally of the 
city campaign in that ward. Fred 
Eaton was the speaker of the evening, 
and his address was punctuated with 
frequent outbursts of applause from: 
the audience. In addition to stating 
his position on the water and school 
questions, Mr. Eaton declared that he 
was in favor of the city owing its own 
distributive electrical plant. 

“This method,” said the mayoralty 
candidate, ‘is the only one whereby the 
city can secure its lights and power at 
a fair figure. No company, With a 
franchise for a year or two can afford 
to put in a system of wires and poles 
sufficient to give the city the services 
it needs. If we own our own plant 
then we can bring the various com- 
panies to terms, by inspiring competi- 
tion. We can go into the field and so- 
licit bids, and in that way secure a 
service for a great deal less than we 
are paying at the present time.” 

In stating his position relative to the 
water question, Mr. Eaton referred to 
his service for the city during the last 
twelve years, and declared that he had 
staid with the city in spite of remuner- 
ative offers which had been made to 
him by the opposition. Relative to the 
school question, he said: 

“It has been my experience in this 
town to note that the school facilities 
have staid away behind the rest of the 
city. We have never kept up with the 
grewth of the population. I believe in 
educating the children in the public 
schools. There are too few schools in 
Los Angeles to accommodate the chil- 
dren, and the parents cannot afford to 
send them to private schools. As a 
result the boys and girls of our city are 
being robbed of their education. We 
must have more schools. We need an- 
other high school in this section of 
the city to accommodate the pupils of 
the Sixth and adjoining wards. We 
also need more primary schools, and it 
is my intention, if elected, to not only 
supply the present need, but to secure 
for the city a surplus of school room 
which we may grow into.” 

In closing Mr. Eaton appealed to the 
voters to be sure to elect a Revnub- 
lican Councilman from the _ Sixth 
Werd. He said the complexion of the 
next Council might depend on the citi- 
zens of the Sixth Ward, and empha- 
sized the necessity of a full vote.

AH LEM WILL REMAIN. 


Killed a Chinese Actor for Stealing 
an Woman, 

A dispatch from San Francisco says 
that Ah Lem, the Los Angeles murderer 
who has completed a twelve years’ sen- 
tence for killing a Chinaman during 4 
Los Angeles highbinder war, was al- 
lowed to go free by Commissioner Hea- 
cock yesterday. A law exists that 
after a Chinese felon has served his 
term he shall be deported, but Ah 
Lem furnished evidence to show that 
he was native born. 

On the night of May 8, 1890, Fung 
Ah Lung, a Chinese actor, was shot to 
death as he left the Chinese Theater 
on Marchessault street, between Los 
‘Angeles and Alameda. He had started 
toward Alameda street, when four Chi- 
nese on the opposite side of the street 
opened fire on him. Ah Lem, who then 
went by the name of Wong Ki Leng, 
and three companions, were arrested 
and tried for the'‘crime. On August 
14, 1890, Ah Lem was convicted of mur- 
der in the second degree, and on Sep- 
tember 6 of the same year he was sen- 
tenced to San Quentin for ten years. 
He secured a new trial on April 29, 
1892, and on May 3, 1892, he was again 
convicted and sentenced to ten years’ 
imprisonment. 

Won Gunn and Ah Chung, who were 
arrested as accomplices to the murder, 
were released at the first trial of Ah 
Lem, but the fourth man was not so 
fortunate. On the first trial he was 
convicted and sentenced: to ten years’ ’ 
imprisonment, but he also secured a 
new trial, and on May 7, 1892, he was 
convicted of manslaughter; on May 14, 
1892, he was sentenced to one year’s 
imprisonment in San Quentin, which 
he served. 

The trouble leading up ‘to the shoot- 
ing originated over the kidnaping of a 
Chinese woman. Ah Lem and his fol- 
lowers believed that Fung Ah, Lung, 
the actor, had stolen the woman. They 

tried in vain to get her back, but, fail- 
ing in this, they laid in wait for the 
alleged author of their troubles and 
pumped him full of lead. 

During the fusillade several bullets 
went through a wooden door near the 
corner of Marchessault and Alameda 
streets, a few feet from the Chinese 
Theater, and that door has been re- 
ligiously shunned by the superstitious 
Celestials ever since. The next day 
nearly the entire space occupied by the 
oor was walled up with brick, and 
still remains so.

LOOMING UTP ALLURINGLY TO OF- 
FICERS OF THE LAW. 


The Desert Marder Being Worked 
for What There is in it by Some, 
and Neglected by Others for 
Lack of Reward—The Edmon- 
stones at Riverside 

JL, 


A serious obstacle 
those persons who, 
justice and public safety, have been 
working to solve the problem of the 
murder of Engelke and Edmonston and 
bring the assassins within reach of the 
law, is the avarice of petty officials 
who are more concerned to line their 
own pockets than to serve the ends of 
justice. From the very inception of the 
case, the Fullerton officers have de- 
manded money from the newspapers 
for information, basing their demands 
upan the representation that they have 
spent mgney in Working up the case. 
The Justice of the Peace has been paid 
handsomely once, and he is stilb de- 
Vising schemes for again tarning the 
affair to his own profit. He pretends 
to have important evidence, and he is 
hawking ‘his alleged wares from one 
newspaper office to another. When 
asked for a fact, he wants to know 
“what there is in it’ for him, and he 
hints mysteriously at startling evidence 
that he is willing to disclose for a con- 
sideration. 

The Constable at Fullerton is associ- 
ated with the keal Dogberry in the 
case. He is, or professes to be,'in 
communication with Mrs. Gross and to 
know her address in this city. That ad- 
dress apparently is his stock in trade. 
When he thinks anybody wants that 
address he becomes mysteriously se- 
cretive, and either pretends that he 
can’t remember or gives an address 
that proves to be incorrect. 

Yesterday, when it seemed to be 
somewhat important to the ends of jus- 
tice that the Gross woman should be 
found, attempts were made to get her 
address from the Fullerton Constable. 
That able and zealous official first pre- 
tended that he couldn’t remember it, 
but later, when he had refreshed his 
memory, he couldn’t convince himself 
that he ought to reveal his knowledge 
of the whereabouts of a woman ac- 
cused of murder. Perhaps he was im- 
pressed and oppressed by a sense of 
his importance and responsibility as 
Constable of Fullerton and repository 
of so portentous a secret as the address 
of Hancock’s mistress. Unlike the 
learned justice, he made no demand 
for money, but he could not be per- 
suaded that the ends of justice de- 
manded that a watch he kept on the 
movements of Mrs, Gross. Even when 
Sheriff Burr asked for the woman's ad- 
dress in order to keep rer under sur- 
veillance for:the Nevada authorities. 
the deputies of this county having 
failed to bocate her, the Sherlock 
Holmes of Fullerton could not be in- 
duced to give the information. He 
thought it would be better for him to 
come to Los Angeles today and holda 
consultation with the Sheriff. He was 
quite certain that the woman would not 
disappear and the ends of justice as 
understood in Fullerton would be 
served best by keeping ail informa- 
tion strictly confined to the possession 
of Fullerton Hawkshaws. 

Between the apathy of the Nevada 
officers and the close watch kept by 
Fullerton sleuths on the “business op- 
af their offices, Hancock 
and his mistress seem likely to die of 
old age before they are prosecuted for 
the hideous crimes committed by them 
on the Nevada desert. So far as can 
be ascertained, the officers of Lincoln 
county have given no attention what- 
ever to the case, and if Nye county's 
Sheriff is doing anything at all, he is 
very successfub in concealing _ his 
operations. The Sheriff of Lincoln says 
he has no information, but he does nat 
intimate that he wants any. The ab- 
sence of any offer of reward may ac- 
count for the remarkable lack of inter- 
est manifested by these sage-brush

of others. The atrmity of the crime 
committed seems insufficient to stimu- 
late their official zeal to the point of 
action. If a reward for the discovery 
of the remains were cffered the sky over 
the desert would be obscured by the 
dust kicked up by sheriffs, constables 
and justices of the peace legging it 
along the trails in frantic performance 
of their duty. Even now they stand 
ready to go a-sleuthing through the 
sage brush—if scrnebody or some news- 
paper wil pay them for illumining the 
desert waste with the effulgent light, 
of their countenances. Strange to say, 
nobody seems to care about hiring 
them. For throwing light upon the 
case, the superiority of a constable’s 
badge over the reflection of a moon- 
beam from a yellow dog has not been 
recognized. 

The father and mother of Peter Ed- 
monston are at the home of their son- 
in-law, Hugh McMillan, twelve miles 
south of Riverside. Their sons, Archie 
and Hugh are with them, Just about 
the time the Edmonston family had 
decided to leave Canada for California 
they received a dispatch stating that 
Peter had probably been murdered on 
the desert, but although copies of The 
Times had been. mailed to them giving 
full particulars, they left Canad4 be- 
fore the vapers reached their home. 
Mr. Edmonston says there is no dowbt 
that the race horse mentioned by the 
Hancocks belonged to Peter, as he had 
often written back to his Canada rela- 
tives about having a running horse 
named Chief. Mr. Edmonston and 
sons say they will lend their aid in ob- 
taining evidence to convict the mur- 
derer of Peter Edmonston and George 
Engelke. When Hancock was in Jus- 
tice Johnston’s court in Fullerton a few 
days ago on a charge of burglary, 
James Edmonston and son Archie, were 
present, although it was only known 
by one or two persons that day that 
the Edmonstons were present at the 
preliminary examination. Mr. Edmon- 
ston and son conversed with Mrs. Gross 
two or three times during the day, and 
James Edmonston today believes Mrs. 
Gross assisted in the murders. When 
he asked Mrs. Gross.-why she did not 
notify Engelke and Peter, the after- 
noon that Hancock decided to murder 
them, that they were about to be 
killed, she said she was afraid of Han- 
cock, and when asked why she did not 
report the matter to the officers upon 
their arrival in the first town, she gave 
as her reason for not so doing that 
Hancock had many times told her he 
would murder her in cold blood if she 
ever said a word to any one or inti- 
mated to any person that he, Han- 
cock, had had any connection whatever 
with the murders. 

Mr. Edmonston is 62 years of age. He 
said Peter was 36 years old, and that 
he last heard from him in April of 


1897. The Edmonstons left on the late 
train in the evening for Riverside 
county, their future home, sending 


word to the officers to leave no un- 
turned stones in gathering evidence to 
assist in the conviction of John Han- 
cock.

Harry Dean, the old man taken to 
the Receiving Hospital last night, on 
account of injuries sustained on Sec- 
ond street, between Spring and Main, 
where he stepped off of a car badck- 
ward, falling on his head, died in the 
hospital this morning at 2:30 o’clock. 
His skull was probably fractured, as 
he was severely bruised on the back 
of his head. His left eye and right 
hand were also bruised, and he was in- 
jured internally. The remains were 
removed to Orr & Hines’s, where an

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HOW WE FEED THE WORLD. 


In his “Wealth. of Nations,’ the 
great Scottish industrial writer, Adam 
Smith, says that “man must eat to 
live, and therefore every  people’s 
wealth depends chiefly upon their 
ability to produce food.” The _ four 
Pacific States of California, Oregon, 
Idaho and .Washington, essen- 
tially producers of cereals, although 
Idaho’s area of grain-growing land 
is limited. Still her yield, in propor- 
tion to her acreage, is very large. 

California has, up to the present 
year, been the largest exporter of the 
quartette, but, owing to a heavy 
drought in this State, Oregon now 
takes the lead as an exporter of. 
cereals. The Portland Oregonian re- 
ports thirty ships now in the Colum- 
bia River, with a total tonnage of 
52,983 registered tons. In former 
days there were quite as many ships 
there awaiting cargoes, but with no 
such average carrying capacity. The 
former dangerous character of ‘the 
Columbia River bar had a great deal 
Ito do with the small size of vessels 
visiting Portland, but that is ancient 
history. The construction of jetties 
at Point Adams has so deepened the 
channel through the bar that any 
vessel which can enter the port of 
San Franciscd can go to Portland and 
load with equal safety. The tonnage 
awaiting cargoes on Puget Sound is 
probably not more than 55 per cent. 
of the tonnage, engaged and disen-

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gaged, now waiting for wheat at 
Portland. 
The total idle tonnage in San 


Francisco must be larger than that 
at Portland, because California has 
four times Oregons population, and 
is therefore a larger importer of for- 
eign products. California uses coal 
almost exclusively on her railways 
and on most of her inland steamboat 
traffic; whereas, Oregon uses wood 
altogether on her river steamers and 
on over two-thirds of ‘her railroad 
mileage. Hence it is no exaggera- 
tion to say we import four times as 
much coal as Oregon. Much of this 
‘}coal comes from New South Wales, 
in vessels that fetch merchandise to 
Australia, load there with coal for 
San Francisco, where they reload with 
return cargoes of wheat for the 
United Kingdom, thus sailing around 
the globe easily within a year from 
their departure from the home port. 
This year it begins to lock as if most 
of the idle tonnage now in San Fran- 
cisco would have ‘to go to Portland 
or Puget Sound for cargoes. 

The average tonnage of the modern 
grain ship is 1766 tons, judging by 
the thirty ships now awaiting car- 
goes at Portland; and they carry 
‘grain to the United Kingdom at 
rates which the old 900-ton vessels of 
former days would find simply ruin- 
ous. Nor is this export of cereals to 
the United Kingdom our only method 
of getting “other people’s money.” 
China’s demand for American products 
has vastly increased since the first 
shipment of $1500 worth of flour was 
made in 1856. The Crown Mills at

any previous cargo. This shows that 
we ‘are a8 well able to feed Asia as 
Europe and that we “have friends in 
both places,” as Mark Twain told the 
minister who asked him how he 
would like to go to Heaven. 

South Africa is also a heavy pur- 
chaser of the Pacific Coast cereals, a 
French vessel just having been char- 
tered to go to Portland to load grain 
for Cape Town being the fourth of the 
season. Her cargo, which will be the 
smallest of the four, is computed at 
2050 tons, which shows conclusively 
that the Pacific States contain a great 
producing population. And yet it will 
be rememhered that only forty-five 


years ago John B. Weller declared on 


the floor of the House of Represen- 
tatives, that “whatever legislation for 
California is had by Congress, should 
be from the mining standpoint, us 
her lands are without value for agri- 
cultural purposes.” 

Since then the Golden West has 
told a widely different story and told 
it in the language of the dollar- 
mark, where “figures™~tannot lie.” 
We are a great producing people, 
even if Oregon, with less than one- 
fourth of our population, does export 
more wheat this year than we do. 
It is not likely to happen again in 
a hurry. Next year the vast plains 
of the Sacramento and San Joaquin 
will yield their old-time quota of 
grain; and we shall once more’ be 
“in the lead and going easily,” as 
the turf reporters phrase it. Still it 
is an immense advertisement for Ore- 
gon to say that she Ieads all other 
States in her yield of grain, when her 
scant population is taken into consid- 
eration, 

The proposed extension of railway 
lines up the valley of ‘Snake River, is 
going to bring into market a vust 
increase in the volume of grain for 
export from Washington and Idaho, 
but at the rate at which the oriental 
demand is increasing there can ope 
little or no fear of overproduction. 
Our acquisitions of territory in Ha- 
waii and the Philippines must neces- 
for our 
breadstuffs,, and give employment to 
much acreage that is now idle. Our 
products are all right. What we now. 
most need is a fieet of American ships 
to carry our products to market, in- 
stead of paying out our annual mil- 
lions of tribute to England for 
freight. 


MR. WRIGHT AND THE HERALD. 

The Herald has been for some 
time engaged in the laborious task 
of convincing the people of Los An- 
geles that C. C. Wright, the Demo- 
cratic nominee for City Attorney, is 
just the man-to lead the city through 
the solu*ton of the water question, 
In view of this fact, it is pertinent to 
cal] attention to-the.comments of the 
Herald on Mr. Wright’s attitude when 
he first broke into the controversy, un 
November 25 of last year. On that 
date the Herald published a comment 
on the scheme présented to the City 
Councii fy Mr. Wright, representing 
certain petitioners, of whom he was 
one, and which the Herald declared 
was “another premature action.” Two 
days later the Herald published a 
communication from Mr. Wright, and 


editorially denounced it as a “mani- 


fest absurdity.” The editorial con- 
tinued: 

“Does it not become a manifest 
absurdity for the city to force such 
a construction of the contract? And 
if so, where does Judge Wright’s rea- 
soning land us? Is it profitable for 


‘the city to undertake to do something 


which there are grave doubts of its 
power to do, and thus run the risk 
of encountering defeat at the very be- 
ginning of the controversy? Would 
it not be better policy for the city 
to insist on the validity of the con- 
tract and then abide by it to the very 
letter, in order that the other party 
to the agreement may be compelled 
to do the same?” | 

It really might be presumed that 
an attorney who is believed to advise 
a course which is a “manifest ab- 
surdity” in legal procedure, would be 
2 bad man to take charge of the legal 
branch of the city government. But 
the Herald does not so see it. That 
which was a manifest adsurdity be- 
fore Mr. Wright was nominated for 
City Attorney, has become the height 
of wisdom since his nomination. 


When the Siberian railway was 
first projected, many people looked 
upon the enterprise as a visionary 
one, and prophesied that there would 
not be enough business to pay run- 
ning expenses. These _ predictions 
have proved to be ill-founded. The 
rapid inerease in business of the 
railroad has been such, as shown by 
a report to the Sthte Department by 
Consul Smith, at Moscow, that it has 
already been found necessary to send 
ai commission along the road to de- 
termine some means of increasing its 
traffic capabilities. It is said that one 
way to accomplish this will be to 
increase the gauge, while the number 
of trains daily is to be increased 
from three to seven. 


Now that the Hispano-American 
commission has practically completed 
its labors, we shall be better prepared 
to give attention to the work of the 
Anglo-American commission, which 
has resumed its sessions in Washing- 
ton and will soon, it is presumable, 
have a report ready to submit op our 
relations with Canada. 


The New York Chamber of Com- 
merce is raising a fund of $100,000 
by public subscription in honor of the 
services of Col. George E. Waring, 
who died from yellow fever as a re- 
‘sult of his labors in Cuba. The in- 
come of this fund is to be paid to his 
widow and daughter. Already, us 
mentioned in a recent Associated 


Press dispaich, the fund amounts to 


over $50,000. The balance will be 
easily raised. The project is emi- 
nently fitting in yiew not only of 
Col. Waring’s service to the Federa! 
government, but of the great work 
which he did for New York City..

The prospects for Repwhlican success 
at the city election next Monday could 
not be brighter. At the headquarters 
of the City Central Committee strong 
confidence is expressed that all Repub- 
lican city candidates and a large ma- 
jority of the ward candidates will be 
elected. Defeat can result only from 
failure to get out a full vote. The Re- 
publican meetings throughout the city 
have been large and enthusiastic, and 
have afforded a marked contrast to the 
small and spiritless gatherings of the 
fusionists. 

From the beginning of the campaign 
there have been only apathy and in- 
difference in the fusion ranks, Some 
of the fusion candidates have been 
making a hard fight, but they have met 
with cold support. It is generally con- 
ceded that Mayor Snyder will be de- 
feated, and the rest of the ticket will 
share his fate. The Democratic leaders 
are open in the assertion that this is 
the last municipal campaign in. which 
fusion will be attempted. They are 
deeply disgusted with their allies, the 
Populists and Silver Republicans, and 
the feeling is reciprocated with inter- 
est. It is an open secret that each 
party is working actively only for the 
election of its own candidates upon 
| the fusion ticket. The Populists are es- 
pecially dissatisfied with Democrats 
because the latter insisted upon monop- 
olizing all the desirable places upon the 
ticket. An illustration is afforded by the 
nomination for Councilman in the First 
Ward. This office was originally al- 
lotted to the Populists when the Fu- 
sion Committee divided up the pie, but 
despite this arrangement, the Demo- 
crats of the ward nominated L. P. Col- 
lette and refused to withdraw him. 
The Ponulists of the ward also nomi- 
nated a candidate, expecting that he 
would receive Democratic indorsement 
but after a bitter wrangle they were 
forced to pull him down. Naturally this 
nas made them sore. They do not take 
kindly to being used as catspaws by 
their greedy allies. : 

The same lack of harmony prevails 
in other wards. In the Second the fu- 
sion candidate for Councilman is Henry 
De Garmo, a Silver Republican. The 
Democrats of the ward are far.from 
enthusiastic in his support, and.he has 
been forced to make a personal cam- 
paign, relying chiefly upon his ac- 
quaintance in the ward. 

There is internal dissension also in 
the Democratic party which may prove 
a serious factor on election day. The 
breach which occurred in the county 
eonvention between the railroad push 
and the Hill-Burke faction has not 
been healed. One of the most active 
opponents of the railroad push was C. 
C. Wright, who is now the fusion can- 
didate for City Attorney. He gained 
the bitter enmity of the push at that 
time, and when his nomination was 
forced on the city convention, largely 
through the influence of Mayor Snyder, 
it aroused this hostility afresh. The 
score will be settled next Monday, for 
many of “the boys” have knives up 
their sleeves for the would-be City At- 
storney. ‘ 
There are many Democrats also who 
are much dissatisfied with Mayor Sny- 
der. The squabble in the City Central 
Committee some months ago over the 
Kessler resolutions made much bitter 
feeling, which has not yet subsided. 
Many members of the committee still 
entertain strong resentment against 
Snyder, and are doing nothing to aid 
his campaign.

SENATOR HOAR’S VIEWS. 


Positively Opposed to the Acquisi« 
tion of the Philippines, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WORCESTER (Mass.,) Nov. 30.— 
Senator Hoar announced himself today 
as positively opposed to the acquisi-« 
tion of the Philippines by the United 
States. In a communication to the 

Gazette, he said: 

“We have not, so far, any news which 
is absolutely trustworthy of what they 
are doing in Paris. But, if the report 
is true that it is proposed to buy of 
Spain the “sovereignty of the Philip- 
pine Islands,’ and to pay $20,000,000 for 
it, I do not believe that such a treaty > 
will be agreed to, and I do not believe 
it ought to be agreed to. Spain has 
very little sovereignty in the Philip- 
pines to sell just now, and I do not 
think the people of the United States 
are in the market to buy sovereignty 
just now, or that the Constitution has 
conferred upon anybody the right to 
buy any such commodity. : 

“The Constitution was framed upon 
the theory that ‘sovereignty is not 
saleable. The people of the United 
States have conferred upon nobody the 
power to make such purchases in their 
behalf. We have acquired territory 
either vacant or so sparsely’settled that 
there was no people capable of govern- 
ing it, and no germ of a national life. 
We have also in one recent case ac- 
quired a territory where the original 
germ of national life had perished. But 
neither of these precedents applies to 
the Philippine archipelago with its mil- 
lions of inhabitants.

Cannot Oblige the Western Union to 
Pay for War Stamps. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 30.—The suit of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé 
Railroad Company in the United States 
District Court to compel the Western 
Union Telegraph Company to affix and 
pay for the revenue stamps required 
by the war-revenue law in telegraph 
messages transmitted under its con- 
tract with the railway company, has 
been dismissed at the railway compa- 
ny’s cost. | 
The contention of the railway com<- 
pany was that the service which the 
telegraph company agrees to give to the 
railway company is to be free of all 
charges. The telegraph company’s an< 
swer was that it could have no re« 
sponsibility for the taxes laid by the 
United Statesh government on ftele<« 
graphic messages, and especially in 
view of the repeated rulings of the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue that 
the law requires that the “maker, signet 
or issuer” of telegraphic messages must 
affix and pay for the stamps.

LESS TYPHOID FEVER. 


IMPROVED CONDITION OF THE 
CITY’S HEALTH. 


Decided Decrease in the Namber of 
Cases of Contagious Diseases, 
Board of Fire Commissioners 
lacks a2 Quorum—Special Coun- 

. ceil Meeting. 


There has been a decided diminution 
in the number of cases of typhoid feve: 
reported to the Health Officer uring 
the past week, and it is the op‘nion 
of the officers of that department thai 
the disease will not spread further. byt 
will be reduced to the average rumber 
of cases. During the past monin an 
unprecedented number of cases have 
been reported, but nearly all of therm 
have been of the mild type which 
readily yielded to treatment.- and the 
number of deaths from that disease tor 
the month wilb not be larger than t»- 
fore, in fact there have been fewer 
deaths from typhoid fever than were 
reported during some previous 

One cause of ine improved conilitton 
of the city’s health is attribu:ed to 
the better condition of the water used 
for domestic purposes. It has heen the 
effort of the health department ta re- 
move as far 2s. possible all impurities 


from the river water and to that end 


inspectors have been sent up ‘the river 
every few days with instructions to see 
to it that no refuse material is thrown 
into the river at points where it was 
likely to endanger the health of those 
using the water. In such places as 
where there were smal) pastures near 
the river, fences have been built so as 
to keep the cattle out of the river. .One 
man fad been compelled to remove a 
large drove of hogs to another part of 
the county. A month ago this swine 
had easy access to the river and made 
wallows of the shallow pools dbove the 
point where the water is pumped into 
‘the company’s pipes. In their efforts 
to purify the water supp)by of the city, 
the city and-county officers have been 
assisted greatly by the employés of the 
water company,eto whom the matter 
is one of great interest. 

How much of the typhoid fever that 
has been reported was due to the water 


- gupply, the heaith officers have been, 


of course, unable to determine. as there 
are other known causes for the disease 
which have been carefully investigated 
and removed as far as possible. There 
have been comparatively few cases of 
other contagious diseases reported dur- 
ing the past month as compared with 
former months. At present only eléven 
cases of diphtheria existin the city. «4 
year ago there were more than thirty 
cases of this disease. 


MAKE A FAIR OFFER. 


, Gamewell Company to Pay for Its 
Blunderinug Bid. 

A communication to the City Council 

from the Gamewell ‘Fire Alarm Com- 

pany has been filed in the City Clerk's 


‘office in which the agent of the com- 


pany recites the fact that in the bid for 
fire-alarm boxes presented before the 


‘Council Monday a mistake was made 


the Council reject the bid and abies 
tise for the apparatus desired. In ad- 
vertising for bids for this contract the 
city has already been put to consider- 
able expense and the company offers 
to pay the cost of the advertising so 
that the city fmay lose nothing through 
the error of the bid. The statement is 
also’ madettha in the new bid the 
company will not add anything to Its 
prices so as to make un for what it is 
willing to expend on account of the ad- 
vertising. 

The company put up a check tor $500 
with its bid, but as the price which was 
mentioned in the bid was manifestly 
an error, there is no disposition on the 
part of the Council to hold the company 
to its proposition, especially as there 
was only one bidder. 


INSPECTING REAL ESTATE. 
Examination of Prospective Engine- 
house Sites. 

The special committee of the Board 
of Fire Commissioners and the Board 
of Public Works for the purpose of 
making an examination into the avail- 
abilty of the respectve engine-house 
sites offered to the city, spent almost 
the entire day yesterday in inspecting 
the property offered in the bids re- 
cently opened in the Council. They 
visited the proposed locations of en- 
gine-houses in the Fourth and Fifth 
wards, and while they announced no se- 
lections, it is supposed that they have 
agreed upon a number of places, the 
purchase of which will be recommended 
to the Council. 

The work of erecting the new engine- 
houses will be commenced as soon @& 
the property is purchased and within 
six months it is expected; that all of 
them will be completed, equipped and 
manned. The first two which will be 
erected will be the one in the vicinity 
of Westlake Park, and the one to be 
built in the Seventh Ward. 


NO QUORUM PRESENT. 
Boafld of Fire Commissioners Fail to 
Hold Their Weekly Meeting.

Council to Meet te 
Salary Demands. 
The City Council will hold a special 
session today for the purpose of ap- 
proving the salary demands for. the 
month and disposing of such other 
business as may be brought before it. 
When the Council adjourned Monday 
it was with the understanding that a 
session would be held today. The de- 
sire to approve the demands is because 
no regular session will be held until 
Tuesday, Monday being,election day. 
It is probable that the Council will 
be asked to instruct the clerk to ad- 
vertise for bids for the purchase of 
seven additional combination hose 
wagons and chemical engines for the 
fire department. The request that this 
be done was made at the last meeting 
ef the Board of Fire Commissioners, 
but for some reason the matter was 
not sent to the Council. 


City Approve 


To Reopen a Zanja. 

A petition signed by a score or more 
of property-owners has been filed in 
the office of the City Clerk, asking the 
City Council to order a reopening of 
the water ditch cn West Adams street 
west of Hoover. The branch of. the 
zanja system on that street was aban- 
doned by the Council several months 
ago, and the petitioners now want to 
secure the benefits of a supply of water 
from that source. 


Want a Private Contract. 

Property-owners on and in the vicin- 
ity of block 37 of the Hancock survey 
have petitioned the City Council to 
abandon proceedings for the improve- 
ment of an alley in that block.

Newton, by Stephen Cox, on an under- 
taking in an attachment levied by the 
Sheriff on property of the California

Cox obtained judgment against the 
said company May 29, 1897, for $118.45, 
with costs, interest, etc., making a fotal 
indebtedness to date of about $150. An 
attachment was duly levied on prop- 
erty of the concern, but the plaintiff 
in this action alleges that the Sheriff 
through wiliful neglect of duty, failed 
to make a satisfactory return during 
the life of the attachment, and that the 
judgment, therefore, remains unsatis- 
fied. Cox now asks that the Sheriff 
or his bondsmen be compelled to make 
good the judgment.

ASKS DAMAGES 
BATTERED. 


JERRY FOWLE 
FOR BEING 


Constable Matheus and His Deputy 
Charged With Having Shot the 
Man=—Innocence of Criminality 
Alleged—The Bondsmen Sued. 


A rather extraordinary and most lu- 
rid story is told in a complaint that 
was filed yesterday by Jerry Towle 
against Constable T. M. Matheus of 
Wilmington Township, and J. B. Sylva 


his official bond. 

It is stated by the plaintiff that on 
the 23rd of last October, while stand- 
ing on Fifth street in San _ Pedro, 
Matheus and his deputy, G. H. Math- 
ews, approached him in a loud and 
boisterous manner, and without ex- 
pleration snapped handcuffs on his 
wrists. Towle allega® that he was not 
engaged jn the commission of any 
crime, he was not informed of any 
charge that had been preferred against 
him, and the officers merely told him to 
zo along with them to jail. The fighting 
instinct of the plaintiff was apparently 
aroused, and he did not show any par- 
ticular desire to go along. While he 
was endeavoring to release himself 
from the officer's grasp, the latter 
jerked his left arm so violently that 
it was wrenched at the shoulder, and 
when Towle persisted in his attempt to 
free himself he alleges that Matheus 
struck him on the head with his pistol, 
cutting his scalp severely. The plain- 
tiff avers that he staggered back from 
the violence of the blow, and then 
Mathews, who had stepped behind 
him, drew his pistol and shot him in 


j the back, the ball penetrating the flesh 


over the right shoulder blade. Both of 
the officers then, he alleges, beat him 
and pulled him along to the jail, where 
he was compelled to remain without 
medical attendance for an hour, dur- 
ing which time he lost a large quantity 
of blood, 

Prior to the fime of his forceful ar- 
rest, Towle asserts that he was earn- 
ing wages at the rate of $52.50 a month, 
and by reason of the rough treatment 
he received he lost in wages $65. He 
was also out of vocket $200 for phy- 
Sicilians’ fees, and was- injured in 
health, and so injured in his arm as 
to render it almost permanently useless 
and to damage him to the extent of 
$2000, For these sums judgment is 
asked with costs. 

While the plaintiff must have had 
quite an exciting experience, the con- 
tention on the other side will be that

There 
was a silence for a moment or two, a 
scampering through the papers on the 
clerk’s desk, another period of silence, 
and then the clerk had to confess that 
the envelope containing both wills had 
disappeared. Mr. Blake, clerk of De- 
Partment Two was summoned, and he 
Stated that he had handed the packet 
over to the court clerk of Department 
Three, and saw him put it in one of 
the pigeon-holes of his desk. The thing 
Was becoming serious. 

The court wanted to know who had 
been about the desk, for some ex-parte 
matters had been disposed of before 
the will case was taken up. 

“None of the attorneys in this case 
were there, I think,”’ said Judge Works, 
“We've all been sitting here in a row 
very quietly all the time.’ 

“I suggest that we consider ourselves 
innocent in the matter,’ remarked Sen- 
ator White. 

But there was scarcely a funny side 
to the situation, and while Judge Works 
proceeded to examine the witness with- 
out the will, the court clerk continued 
to fumble over the papers in his desk.

the desk, where it had been accident- 
— slipped, instead of into the pigeon- 

ole.

A DUBIOUS CHARGE, 
Criminal Assault Charge Agninst 
Thomas Dismissed. 


The charge preferred against the gld 
soldier, Ed Thomas, by his brother-in- 
law, Hart, who is a constabje at the 
Palms, of having criminally assaulted 
Lizzie Hotchkiss, his twelve-year-old 
step-daughter, was too contradictory 
to warrant it being taken to trial.

This. is the case wherein it was al- 
leged that the defendant had boarded 
in the plaintiff’s family for a long time, 
and had run up a bill for $1020, in addi- 
tion to another sum of $410, which he 
owed Hartenstein for work done. In 
consideration of this indebtedness it 
Was alleged that De Turk promised to 
transfer and convey to the plaintiff a 
lot on Figueroa street, valued at $2000, 
and the plaintiff did enter into posses- 
sion. A house was built, the lot laid 
out, and Hartenstein improved the 
place, but all without having obtained 
the deed from De Turk. Finally he 
discovered that the place had been in- 
cluded with other property in a mort- 
gage that had been made by De Turk, 
and thereupon suit was brought to 
compel the defendant to live up to his 
contract. 

The suit was tried before Judge Van 
Dyke, and resulted in the plaintiff ob- 
taining judgment. In consequence, 
however, of the property being wrongly 
described in the complaint, the judg- 
ment was valueless, and the case had 


to be tried again, and now it is again 
in the courts. 


OLD SILVANY’S WILL. 


Influence of Religion in Bequeath- 
ing =n Estate.

NICARAGUA CANAL CONVENTION TO 
BE HELD HERE. 


If Any Man is Sent to Washington 
He Will Be from This Section, 
Present Land Office Districts Se- 
verely Criticised and Changes 
Asked,

The board of directors of the Ct - 


‘ber.of Commerce met yesterday after- 


noon at 3:15. The following members 
were present: Messrs. Cass, Forman, 
Francis, Groff, Siegel, Stewart, Story 
and Van Nuys. President Forman oc- 
cupied the chair. 

‘Director Story, chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee, to whom was 
referred the matter. of the Nicaragua 
Canal convention, reported, suggest- 
ing that a°convention of delegates be 
called from the commercial organiza- 
tions of Southern California at the same 
time the delegates were invited to meet 
here to arrange for the San Pedro Har- 
bor celebration on December 15. He 
also stated that the committee had 
written to the San Francisco Chamber 
of Commerce informing that body that 
if this organization contributed toward 
sending any one to Washington to rep- 
resent interests in the Nicaragua Canal 
proposition that it would be some one 
from this section of the State, as the 
matter had been under consideration 
for the last two or three months. The 
same committee recommended deferring 
the publication of the pamphlet, “How 
We Grow.” 

Director Hawgood, special committee 
of one appointed to superintend the re- 
arranging of the district land offices for 
Southern California, made a report; 
which, upon motion was adopted, and 
the president instructed to forward the 
same to the United States Land Office, 
and also call the attention of the Hon. 
Webster Davis, Assistant Secretary of

with the suggestions, had been sent to 
the Land Office.

WILL COAST LINE BE FINISHED? 


Glendale Electric—Excursion Traf- 
fic—Notes and Personals. 

T. E. Gibbon, vice-president of the 
Terminal, returned from San Francisco 
early in the week, but has been indis- 
posed and came to his office yesterday 
for the first time. He states,that there 
are rails now on the way out to change 
the Glendale branch to an electric line, 
and that they are due to arrive at an 
early date. Within thirty days he 
thinks the work will be actually under 
way. 

Rumor has it that the Southern Pa- 
cific has sold bonds to complete the 
little gap of sixty miles on the coast 
line. This would be in line with the 
news given ten days ago in this depart- 
ment that the Santa Fé is to have a 
trackage arrangement with the South- 
ern Pacific between Bakersfield and 
Los Angeles. The road is now crowded 


~ with business, and if the Santa Fé is 


to run two passenger trains a day each 
way and perhaps twice as many 
freight trains the pressure would be 
considerable. But with the coast or 
“surf” line open, all the overland pas- 
senger travel of the Southern Pacific 
would go that way, and thus relieve 
the San Joaquin Valley line of that 
much, The Coast line is a most at- 
tractive one, passing through a pic- 
turesque country, free from the heat in 
summer and the cold in winter of the 
Tehachepi and San Joaquin line.

KEPT THE HOUSE AWAKE. 


Disturbance of the-Peace by a Baby, 
a Woman and a Man. ‘ 

A pretty blue-eyed baby, a young wo- 
man of questionable character and a 
big rancher in town on business and 
for a goad time were conspicuous fig- 
ures in the Police Court yesterday. The 
baby, the woman and the rancher were 
accused of having disturbed the peace 
and quiet of the Alpha lodging-house 
at the corner of Third and Los Angeles 
Streets, but only the rancher, D. C. 
Lewis, was on trial. Mrs. Maggie 
Swarner, the woman in the case, was 
merely a witness. The baby,. which 
was the cause of a good share of the 
trouble, was in court because its mother 
was. It was as playful and happy as 
a kitten throughout the proceedings, 
‘notwithstanding the uproar it had cre- 
ated the previous night. 

The testimony show that Mrs. 
Swarner engaged a room at the Alpha 
House, where no questions are asked 
of lodgers and a certificate of character 
is not required of prospective guests, 
Tuesday evening. She put her baby to 
bed and then went out for a good time. 
She returned about 10 o’clock in cotn- 
pany with Lewis, a former acquaint- 
ance, Whom she had met on the street. 
Lewis went to the room with the wo- 
man, where the baby had been crying 
at the top of its voice during the 
mother’s absence. Lewis and the wo- 
man were wrangling over something, 


and the noice made by them and the 


baby kept all the rest of the people 
in the house awake. At length the 
landlord ordered them to keep quiet. 
The woman answered him with lan- 
guage quite profane—shockingly bad 
language in fact to be used by the 
mother of an innocent babe. The land- 
lord thereupon ordered them out of the 
house, but Lewis and the woman kept 
the door locked azd would not go. Then 
the landlord sent for a policemian. Of- 
ficer Hubbard soon appeared and took 
Lewis to the Police Station, where ne 
spent the rest of the night. 
' Lewis was tried in the Police Court 
for disturbing the peace. He had 
“Habeas Corpus’”’ Ladd for counsel, but 
was convicted and fined $5 nevertheless. 
Mrs. Swarner confessed on the wit- 
ness. stand that she used all the pro- 
fane and obscene language that Lewis 
was charged with, herself, and that 
she and the baby were the only ones 
wha disturbed the peace. Out of sym- 
pathy for the baby no complaint was 
against her.

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SUSPICION THAT HE WAS POISONED 
IN THE JAIL. 


Symptoms of Strychnine Reported, 
but the Sheriff Takes No Stoek 
in the Story—More Queer Things 
in the Wong Sing Marder Case. 


The Wong Sing Hay murder prom. 
ises to be rendered memorable in the 
criminal annals of the county, for al- 
ready it has given rise to a series of 
surprising circumstances, and unto- 
ward happenings. 

Harry Clark, who was convicted of 


murder in the second degree, and is. 


awaiting in jail the determination 
whether he shall have another trial or 
not, has posed in several guises since 
he was first arrested. In the small 
hours of the morning yesterday, how- 
ever, he played a role not.down on the 
bill as arranged by Sheriff Burr. 

About 4 o’clock in the morning his 
cellmate was aroused by the actions of 
Clark, who was in the throes of a con- 
vulsive attack. Help.was summoned, 
and although one spasm succeeded an- 
other for a short time, he ultimately 
came to himself. At the time it was 
not considered that any necessity ex- 
isted for medical assistance and con- 
sequently no physician was summoned. 

During the morning, however, Dr. 
McGerry, assistant at the County -Hos- 
pital, was called and reached the jail 
at about 11:30 o’clock. From the sym- 
toms displayed while Clark suffered 
from the convulsive attack, as de- 
soribed by the jailor, as well as from 
an examination of Clark himself, Dr. 
McGerry diagnosed the attack as in- 
dicating a well-defined case of poison. 
ing by strychnine. Upon being asked 
regarding the matter last night, the 
@Goctor stated that the minimum toxio 
dose could only have been taken, as 
the effect of the drug had disappeared 
when he examined Clark. At that time 
he was resting easily, and had no fever. 
He professed ignorance as to what had 
made him so ill, and denied having 
willfully taken any poison. 


During the day no information of.. 
what had happened was allowed to 


leak out from the jail. Bit yesterday 
was visitors day, and several persons 
while inside visiting their friends got 
an inkling regerding the fact that Clark 
had been poisoned: 

It has been the custom of Clark’s 
father to visit him in the jail.every 
visiting day, and in-accordance with 
his usual custom he went to the jail 
yesterday about 3:30 o’clock. 

“I was first told that my boy was too 
sick to see me,” said Mr. Clark, in 
describing the circumstances attending 
his visit, ‘but one of the turnkeys 
whispered in my ear the word ‘strych- 
nine,’ and while not knowing what it 
meant, I insisted then upon seeing 
Harry. [ found him lying down in 
bed looking pretty bad, and I asked 
him what was the matter. He said 
he didn’t know, and I then heard about 
the doctor having said that he had 
been poisoned. I asked him what he 
had been eating, and he said nothing 
except the jail rations, and I then tried 
to find out from him how he could 
possibly have taken poison. My boy 
couldn’t throw any light on the mat- 
ter, and the only inference was that 
he had taken it in his food.” 

Upon being interrogeted as to 
whether his son might not possibly 
have taken the poison to escape from 
the entanglements in which he has be- 
come involved, Mr. Clark protested that 
such an idea could not be entertained. 

‘Why, EHlarry knows now perfectly 
well that he will get a new trial,” said 
he. ‘‘and is feeling perfectly content in 


the knowledge that he will yet be ex- 


onerated: from the charge of murder. 
Feeling as he does there is no reason 
why he should try to poison himself, 
and I’m perfectly certatin in my own 
mind that he never did.’’ : 
Sheriff Burr knew nothing of the 
matter until last night, when he re- 
ceived information from an _ outside 
source. The Sheriff was surprised 
and incredulous, but he went to the 
jail at once to investigate. He con- 
cluded that there was no strychnine in 
the case, es he could not see how the 
poison could have been taken into the 
jail or given to Clark.. The Sheriff had 
a talk with Dr. McGerry, and then the 
doctor called up The Times and said 
that later information had changed his 
opinion, that he could not say the sym- 
toms were indicative of poison, and that 
he thought it best not to have the 
matter mentioned at all in the papers. 
The doctor intimated that the original 
information given to him by inmates 
of the jail was not entirely trustworthy, 
and he seemed to doubt that Clark had 
been seriously ill at all. 
Yesterday morning Joe Hunter wes 
arraigned before Judge Smith. Deptty 
District Attorney James read the in- 
formation wherein he is charged with 
the murder of Wong Sing Hay, and 
then. upon motion of his counsel, the 
time to plead was set for Tuesday next. 
Attornev H. H. Appel has been asso- 
ciated with John T. Jones, Esq., in the 
defense of Hunter, and will hereafter 
appear in the case. 3

BANKS AND BUSINESS. At the 

last annual meeting of the Pennsyl- 
vania Bankers’ Association one of the 
speakers thus spoke of the old-time 
system of doing business at the bank, 
and the new: 

“The time was when banks relied 
largely upon their note circulation for 
their profits. No reserve of security 
for redemption was required, and all 
sorts of devices were resorted to for 
putting out the notes and floating them 
when once issued. Loans were made 
to irresponsible borrowers, often 
through favoritism, personal or politi- 
cal. Notes were discounted, provided 
there were two indorsers, W hether good, 
bad or indifferent. This 1s changed 
now. Accommodation indorsements are 
no longer encouraged. It Was an Uun- 
sound and unwise method of lending 
money, and in the long run entailed 
disaster upon all parties concerned. 

“Again, loans to the customer are 
gow largely made upon his own indi- 
vidual and unassisted credit. <A de- 
positor who keeps a fair account ina 
bank comes to the board, man-fashion, 
and says: ‘I keep an account of so 
much; 1 wish a credit based upon that 
deposit. He furnishes a statement of 
his affairs. If that is satisfactory, then 
the amount of his individual line is 
agreed upon, and he can at all times 
borrow up to it. The bank is benefited 
by the interest he pays and by the use 
of his deposit, and he has the use of 
that borrowed capital in his business. 
When .this line of credit is once 
adopted, the customer is enabled to so 
shape his business with a view to it 
that he will be able to make his con- 
tracts and engagements with confi- 
dence, and not be embarrassed by ap- 
prehensions as to the sources upon 
which he is to rely fer the means to 
meet his current obligations. The bank 
having made a thorough investigation, 
and having determined the amount of 
credit to which he is entitled, lends its 
money with confidence and freedom.” 


COMMERCIAL. 

PRICE OF ORANGES. One often 
hears it. asserted that an orange- 
grower cannot longer realize 50 cents 
per box for his crop on the trees. There 
are cases where growers cannot realize 
25 cents, nor any cents at all. But a 
good orange grove, well cared for, in 
proper soil and with plenty of water, 
will yield oranges worth twice 50 cents 
a box on the trees.. The Placentia Or- 
ange Growers’ Association has recently 
issued a statement of their operations 
last year, a season of by no means 
high prices. This statement shows that 
for all kind and grades the average 


price was $1.01 per box f.o.b. The de- 
tails are presented as follows:

PEANUT BUTTER. At Kokomo, 


Ind., George B. Lane has started a new | 


Industry in making butter from pea- 


nuts. This is what the Indianapolis 
Sentinel says of it: : 


“The process of manufacture is sim- 
ple, but interesitng. Nearly a year ago 
Mr. Lane began in a small Wway to 
convert peanuts into .- butter, using 
Georgia and Virginia nuts, but he soon 
discovered that the American-brown 
“goobers” did nét fill the bill, and he 
now uses the Spanish nut, grown in 
the Philippines, Cuba and Porto Rico. 
At the present cost of the tropical- 
grown bean the butter is made and 
Sold at 15 cents a pound, and when 
these islands become American posses- 
sions the butter will be less expensive. 


. Mr. Lane makes no secret of his process 


age. 


and anybody who has the machinery 
and understands the business can make 
the butter. The hulled peanuts are 
carefully hand-picked to remove all the 


imperfect grains, after which the nuts’ 


are put into a baker's rotary oven and 
roasted to a rich, aromatic brown. 
After roasting the nuts are again gone 
over and ground to the fineriess of flour 
The product comes from the mill look. 
ing very much like putty, the natural 
oil of the nut gives it that cons 
This completes the manufacture, noth- 
ing being added, not even salt. It soes 
into the mill a peanut and comes out 
butter. It never grows rancid. keeps 
in sny climate, and does not stale with

fASSOCTIATED VRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
NEW YORK. Nov. 30.—The market for 
stocks in Wall street hinged very largely 
today on the financial situation abroad. 
Rerlin was again evidently the soure> of 
the pressure for accommodatin, and its ur- 
gent needs°* resulted in the sympathetic 
hardening of the rates for money at London 
and Paris. call money at London rising 
to 3 per cent. The price of gold -bars rose 
an adéitional fraction in London, but gold 
to the amount of $3,640,000 was withdrawn 
from the Bank of England. Of this amount, 
$1,000,000 was shipped to the United States, 
and probably the rest went to Germany. 
The engagement for the United States was 
the outcome of the recent tendency toward 
lower rates. for money at foreign centers, 
which left so narrow acmargin of profits on 
the withholding of the exchange which is 
constantiy accumulating at New York, as a 
result of the continued heavy exports of 
merehandise, that the movement of gold is 
necessary to meet the‘obligations. The rise 
in the money in London yesterday again af- 
fected a margin of profits on loans made 
abroad, and the result was seen in a rise 
in sterling exchange in New York, refi_ct- 
ing a renewed demand for investment in 
steriing, 
to the gold movement for the present. The 


incident may be accepted as an admonition 
to the money markets that they must pay 
a good rate of interest if they want the 


use of the credits established by this coun- 
try’s favorable trade balance. Otherwise the 
activity of business at home and the need« 
for financing enormous consolidations and 
“the formation of huge new corporations 
will mecassitate the culling home of these 
credits.

FORECAST OF WIND AND WEATHER IN 
THM NORTH PACIFIC OCEAN FOR 
DECEMBER, 1898. 


“The trade wind limits may be expected 
to be found a little farther south than 
last month. 

“During this month the northern part 
of the North Pacific Ocean will be subjected 
to fierce gales. These will probably be 
found due principally to either of two 
classes of barometric depressions, one class 
originating in the West, moving to the 
eastward over the Japan Sea and across 
the Island of Hokoshu, and the other class 
forming to the south of the 30th parallel 
and moving northward, and tending to ap- 
proach the average storm track for De2- 
cember, shown upon the pilot chart. The 
region of greatest frequency and intens.ty 
of theke gales will probably lie north of 
the 35th parallel and reach across the en- 
tire ocean; but between Japan and longi- 
tude 160 deg. E. it will exterd as far south- 
ward as latitude 30 deg. N. In the vi- 
cinity of the Philippine and Hawatian Is!- 
ands frequent squalls may be expected. 

“Generally, in front of the cycionic area, 
or low, the weather is damp, with ther- 
mometer rising and barometer falling, 
while in front of the anti-cyclonic circula- 
tion, or high, it is dry, cooler, and the 
barometer rises. 

“Typhoons are usually infrequent this 
month. 

“After crossing the line coming north, 
vessels bound for the west coast of Amer- 
ica may expect heavy rain and wind squalls 
in passing through the doldrums. 

“Occasional fog and heavy mist may be 
expected along the American coast during 
this month, though not sufficient to warrant 
its being shown on the chart.’’ 


A MYSTERIOUS PLEDGE. 


Pressure Being Brought to Bear on 
the Seventh Regiment.

A SNARL IN JUSTICE MERRIAWM’S 
COURT—CORONA DISCHARGED. 
> 
Circumstances Attending the Hear- 
ing of His Case—Electric Light- 
ing Contract Approved by City 
Trustees—Center Street Griev- 
ances—Musicale. 


PASADENA, Nov. 20.—[{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Justice Merriam’s courtroom 
looked like a fiesta this afternoon. The 
sefioritas of Baldwin’s ranch were there 
in all their orange and scarlet finery, With 
them came paisanos, old and young, in 
motley garb. There was a large excursion 
of witnesses and hangers-on to attend the 


‘trial of Aciano Corona, who was accused of 


beating two women in last Saturday night’s 
mélee. gHorace Bell of Los Angeles ap- 
peared for the respondent. | 
The peculiar feature of the hearing was 
the general spirit of candor that prevailed. 
Candor generally may be refreshing, but in 
this case it only served to puzzle the court. 
Each witness, male and female, not only 
admitted that everybody. concerned in the 
row was drunk, but was quite willing to 
concede that he or she was as drunk as 
everybody else. Hence, there was some con- 
fusion as to details, in the testimony, and 
some difficulty on the court’s part in ar- 
riving at specific conclusions. ‘It’ 
pired that almost everybody got a whack or 
two that night. It was easy enough to de- 
cide who was hit. The respondent, him- 
self, was badly scarred; but when it came 
finding out who assaulted whom, it was 
a practicable impossibility, and the court 
gave it up. He discharged Corona, and gave 
a lecture to the whole Santa Anita delega- 
tion on the disgrace to the township aris- 
ing from their periodical riots. 
“I understand,”’ said the “that 
these troubles are largely due to the un- 
licensed sale of liquor, and the attention 
of the United States Marshal is invited to 
the facts. If liquor is sold there by persons 
who have not paid the revenue tax, the 
proper officials should prosecute them. The 
penalty for such an offense is very severe, 
and one or two prosecutions would put a 
stop to this deviltry.’’ The case against 
Corrales for shooting Garcia was not called 


today.

COLGROVE. 


Shipments of Foothill Vegetables. 
Profits to Lemon Growers. 
COLEGROVE, Nov. 30. — [Regular Corre- 
spongehce.] Shipments of Cahuenga Valley 
early vegetables to the San Francisco market 
have been going on for a fortnight. Toma- 
toes, peas and string beans are the products 
which are moving at present. The output 
amounts to about five tons per week, but it 
is expected that by the middle of December 
the shipments will amount. to about fifty tons 
per week. The stuff is sent alternately by 
steamer by way cof Port Los Angeles and by 
Wells-Fargo’s Express through Los Angeles, 
electric freight cars being used to transport 
it either way from this point. A ton of toma- 
toes will go north on tomorrow's steamer. 
The district producing the early vegetables 
embraces over one thousand acres lying 
among the foothills, a part of the land being 
occupied. with lemon groves. The growers 
have. not found it necessary to organize, but 
each separately is shipping his products to 
one or another of the San Francisco commis- 
sion men. The resylts of this method are said 
to be in the main satisfactory. The commis- 
sion men as a rule are reported to have dealt 
fairly with the growers. The latter, however, 
are in a position to dictate to a certain extent, 
and may therefore effectively resent any 
action in the way of taking advantago of 
them. There are certain seasons when fresh 


| vegetables are very scarce, and the Cahuenga 


Valley product is much in demand. If the 
growers have a grievance, they can at such 
times easily make trouble for the commission 


men. 

Thé Cahuenga Valley Lemon Exchange will 
have its annual meeting of stockholders next 
Tuesday. At that meeting it will be officially 
reported that the lemons sold through that ex- 
change during the past year have netted the 
growers an average of $1.86 per 100 pounds of 
fruit. The exchange is incorporated, and 
there are nearly one thousand shares of stock. 
The stock has paid 8 per cent. during the 
year, that earning being deducted from the 
gross receipts from sales of lemons, and not 
being a part of the $1.86. There are fifty-four 
stockholdéers. 

Seven medals were awarded by the Omaha 
Exposition for Cahuenga Valley products. 
The lemon exchange is one of the successful 
exhibitors.

REDLANDS. 


Bear Valley Scheme Shelved for the 
Present. 

REDLANDS, Nov. 30. — [Regular Corre- 
‘spondence.] There was more in the election 
of a new board of directors of the water com- 
pany, at the annual meeting yesterday after- 
noon, than appeared upon the surface, and 
the turning-down of the old board had more 
to do with anticipated action than with the 
acts of the past year. The turn-down was 
made by ‘‘the ranchers,’’ as the division 
which effected the change is called, and was 
done because of dissatisfaction with the atti- 
tude of the old directors toward the scheme 
now under consideration for the purchase by 
the water-users, at an enormous sum, of the 
Bear Valley plant. 
upon which were the names of two of the old 
directors, the three remaining being new men 
and decidedly opposed to the consummation of 
the Bear Valley purchase scheme. But one 
of the old members, F. P. Morrison, who has 
been a director of the compgny ever since its 
organization, would not accept a nomination, 
so another one opposed to the scheme was 
substituted. This gave four anti-Bear Valley 
members upon the board. 

The effect of this will probably be to put an 
end to further consideration of the Bear Val- 
ley proposition in its present form. 

The meeting of the Redlands Water Com- 
pany was a large one. There were 1220 of the 
1500 shares in the company represented in 
person or by proxy, aga these shares are held 
by 180 individuals. 

The new directors have no small matter to 
handle. The company has been running be- 
hind financially of late, and there is now 
said to be an indebtedness of $25,000. In order 
to prevent this growing, the company has de- 
cided to assess the shares $1 more each for 
the ensuing year.

ODDITIES OF POISONING. 


Some May Eat With Impunity Cer- 
tain Foods Which are Rank Poi- 
son to Others. 


The constitutional differences and peculiar- 
ities which exist ‘among individuals should 
always be carefully watched and considered. 
One person can handle poison ivy with im- 
punity, while another is poisoned if only in 
the vicinity of the vine and without contact. 
Some members of a family residing in a ma- 
larial district will suffer regularly with chills 
and fever, while other members will not be 
at all affected. 

Food that is actually poisdnous to some 
persons, will not so act on others. One per- 
son may eat all kinds of green fruit and veg- 
etables with impunity, while another person 
could @o so only at the risk of life. Certain 
kinds of fish are actually poisonous to some 
people and perfectly wholesome to others. 

It is this peculiar condition of the system 
which constitutes the danger point in the in- 
dividual case, and should be prué@ently ob- 
served by each one for himself. Intestinal 
derangements frequently arise from and are 
aggravated by certain kinds of food. Thus a 
person affected with kidney or liver trouble 
should not eat very white bread, since the 
extreme whiteness is often produced by the 
use of alum with an inferior article of flour, 
and as alum is known to be poisonous in its 
effects on a sound constitution, this is why 
alum baking powder is never used by people 
of judgment and discretidn. 

More of earthly happiness depends upon 
what we eat than many people realize, and it 
is for this reason that the different States are 
one by one passing pure-food laws.

Chinese in Trouble for Trying to 
Trifle With Justice. 

A Chinese defendant in a petty bat- 
tery case, Wong Kay, and his bonds- 
men are badly rattled over an unex- 
pected development in Justice Owens’s 
court yesterday. The complaining wit- 
ness, Jue Pow, is also in.a dilemma 
owing to the action of the court. 

Kay and Pow are two Chinese dudes 
who quarreled over the affections of a 
Celestial damsel to whom both were 
paying court. Pow’s suit prospered 
more than Kay’s, which was more than 
Kay could bear. Meeting Pow and the 
woman out for a stroll in Lover’s 
Lane, the jealous Kay essayed to 
place his hated rival hors du combat. 
With confidence that the hour of his 
triumph had come, he atttempted to 
land a Fitzsimmons pivot blow on 


girl sprang in front of her accepted 
lover and received the full benefit of 
her rejected suitor’s onslaught. Filled 
with remorse for the mess he had 
made of his contemplated revenge, Kay 
ceased hostilities and beat a retreat. 

The gallant Jue Pow was not con- 
tent to let the matter drop thus, so 
he swore owt a Warrant for the arrest 
of Wong Kay on the charge of bat- 
tery. Kay pleaded not guilty, hired an 
attorney and gave bond for his‘appear- 
ance in court for trial. But when the 
case was called yesterday morning 
neither the defendant, the complaining 
witness nor the attorney for the de- 
fense was present. 

Upon investigation it was learned 
that Wong Kay and Jue Pow had set- 
tled their differences out of court. 
Wong Kay had informed his attorney 
to that effect, and the latter advised 
him to have the complaining witness 
square the matter with the _ court. 
Wong Kay and Jue Pow did call upon 
the clerk of the court and ask to have 
the complaint dismissed. The clerk told 
them that $5 costs would have to be 
paid first. The heathen went away 
presumably to get the money, but 
they never came back. They evidently 


notwithstanding that they evaded pay- 
ment of costs. 

When Justice Owens learned of this 
state of affairs, he resolved to make an 
example of the Mongolians for trying 
to trifle with justice. He accordingly 
ordered Wong Kay’s bond of $100 “tor- 
feited, and issued a bench warrant for 
his arrest. A subpoena was also issued 
for the complaining witness, who will 
be punished for contempt of court if 
he refuses to testify. The bench war- 
rant and subpoena are returnable Fri- 
day at 2 o'clock. 

Wong Kay and his bondsmen e2re 
much exercised over the unexpected 
turn of affairs, and are now scheming 
to avoid payment of the bond.

BUNCO MEN’S TACTICS. | 


POKER DAVIS GANG AGAIN ASKS 
INDULGENCE OF THE COURT, 


Newell and Starr not Ready for 
Trial, but the Prosecuting Wit- 
ness is on Hand Prepared tor 
Business—Cerse Continucd One 
Day. 


The trial of Pete Newell and Henry 
Starr, alias Stein, of the Poker Davis 
gang of confidence men, was to have 
been begun in Justice Morrison’s court 
yesterday, but as usual the defense 
asked for a continuance and obtained 
it. That much was to be expected, for 
it would be an unprecedented procedure 
for a case of this kind to be tried on. 
schedule time. 

It is the same old story of attempting 
to wear out the prosecution by Fabian 
tactics. The dodge has been worked 
successfully so often thet it is not sur- 
prisng that it should be tried again. 
But, thanks to the diligence of Dep- 
uty District Attorney Chambers and 
the persistency of the complaining wit- 
ness, the delay granted in this case is 
not of long duration, and unless some 
fresh excuse is evolved, to which the 
court will give ear, the trial will. pro- 
ceed this afternoon. 

Poker Davis and his. proteges, the 
defendants Newell and Starr, were 
promptly on hand when the case was 
called yesterday morning. The prose- 
cuting witness and Deputy District At- 
torney Chambers were also on hand, 
ready for business, but W. H. Shinn, 
Esq., counsel for the defense, did not 
appear. Tht defendants did not have 
enough confidence in their innocence to 
stand trial without the _ protecting 
guidance of an attorney skilled in find- 
ing loopholes in the law through which 
the guilty may escape the consequences 
of their crimes; consequently there 
was a pause in the proceedings. 
After waiting patiently for some time 
for Mr. Shinn to show up, a telephone 
message was received from that wor- 
thy stating that he was busy taking a 


‘deposition in a Superior Court case, 


but would come to the rescue of his 
bunco clients just as soon as possible. 
The court obligingly consented to wait 
a While longer, but about 11 o’clock Mr. 
Chambers received another telephone 
message stating that it would be at 
least half an hour later before Mr. 
Shinn could be present. As that would 
leave too scant a time-for opening. the 
case before the noon recess, Mr. Cham- 
bers consented to a continuance till after 
the Police Court business of the after- 
noon. 

At 2:30 o'clock Poker Davis and his 
unfortunate lieutenants were again in 
court, and Mr. Shinn soon afterward 
appeared, but only to ask for further 
delay. Shinn explained that he had not 
been retained as counsel in the case 
until the previous day, and had not had 
time t0 prepare himself for the fray. 
He had not even had time to read the 
complaint, as he was busy taking a 
deposition all morning, and had another 
case set in the Superior Court for 4 
o'clock. He, therefore, asked to have 
the trial postponed until a more con- 
venient date. 

To this Mr. Chambers entered an em- 
phatic protest. He said half a day had 
already been wasted in waiting for Mr. 
Shinn. The. defendant Kad had two 
weeks’ time to secure counsel and pre- 
pare for their defense. It was ret the 
people’s fault that Mr. Shinn was not 
retained until the last hour and had 
no time to prepare for the trial. Fur- 
thermore, the prosecuting witness had 
come all the way from Riverside at 
great expense and inconvenience to 
himself, even at the risk of his life, for 
his health was very precarious and the 
climate of Los Angeles aggravated ‘his 
malady. It was not right, therefore, 
that the trial should be postponed on 
account of the flimsy excuses advanced 
by the defense. 

Mr. Shinn insisted on 
finally consented t& be satisfied with a 
continuance of one day. After consult- 
ing with the complaining witness, Mr. 
Chambers agreed to let it go over until 
today, 9:30 o'clock being the hour cet 
for the submissimm of the defendants’ 
demurrer, and 2:30 o'¢lock for the trial. 
Mr. Chambers at the same time gave 
notice that the prosecution would not
